3.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


A — Fever.  Arrangements  exist  with  Northallerton  for  the  reception  of  Scarlet  Fever, 

Diphtheria,  Typhoid  cases  in  their  Hospitals. 

Smallpox.  Arrangements  with  Darlington  exist  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
Smallpox. 

A  Joint  Hospital  board  has  been  formed  with  Richmond  etc.  to  build  an  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  scheme  is  progressing. 

B — Hospital  accommodation  for  Tubercular,  Maternity,  Children  and  Orthopaedics  falls  within 
the  purview  of  the  County  Council.  Unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants 

and  Homeless  Children  in  the  Area  are  dealt  with  under  the  new  Poor  Law. 

Ambulances.  Ambulances  can  be  obtained  from  : — 

By  subscribers,  from  Memorial  Hospital,  Darlington. 

Ambulances  for  Infectious  cases  are  sent  from  Northallerton  or  Tliirsk  at  the  request 
of  M.O.H. 

The  District  needs  an  Ambulance. 

The  Officers  of  the  District  Council  are  a  Medical  Officer  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  latter 
Mr.  Sutton  being  qualified  and  certificated. 

There  is  a  District  Nurse  at  Leyburn,  who  supervises  Leyburn,  Bellerby  and  Spennithorne. 
There  is  another  at  Redmire,  who  visits  Preston,  Wensley,  Redmire,  Castle  Bolton  and 
West  Witton. 

There  is  a  District  Nurse  for  Hunton,  Patrick  Brompton,  Newton-le-Willows  and  Constable 
Burton. 

There  is  a  resident  Nurse  Midwife  at  East  Witton  who  also  serves  Middleham  and  Coverdale. 
The  District  Nurses  act  as  Midwdves. 

Free  examination  of  Swabs.  Doctors  make  their  own  arrangements. 

Sputum  examined  for  tubercule  at  expense  of  County  Council. 

Free  provision  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin. 

Building  and  Street  Byelaws  have  proved  of  value. 

There  is  a  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

The  R.D.  Council  provide  Diphtheria  immunization.  Immunization  is  offered  to  all  through 
their  own  doctor,  the  Council  will  pay  8/-  for  each  case  immunised. 

Not  enough  advantage  is  taken  of  this  offer.

4.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  parishes  of  Ley  burn,  Middleham,  Patrick  Brompton,  Harmby,  Bellerb}',  and  part  of 
Carlton  Highdale  all  have  piped  water  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  Council. 

Agglethorpe,  Arrathorne,  East  Witton,  Finghall,  East  Scrafton,  West  .Scrafton,  Carlton, 
Spennithorne,  Preston,  Redmire,  Castle  Bolton,  Melmerby  and  Wensley  all  have  piped 
supplies  privately  owned. 

Barden,  Constable  Burton,  Hauxwell,  Thornton  Steward,  Hornby,  Caldbergh,  Newton-le- 
Willows  and  West  Witton  are  without  piped  supplies. 

Barden,  Garriston,  Hauxwell,  Hunton,  Patrick  Brompton,  Newton-le-Willows  and  Thornton 
Steward  all  could  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  Bedale  trunk  main  now  being  laid 
from  Bellerby  springs. 

The  parishes  of  Leyburn,  Middleham,  Castle  Bolton,  East  Witton  and  Swinith waite,  have 
stoneware  sewers  laid  to  sewage  works.  Preston  and  Newton-le-Willows  are  to  be  sewer¬ 
ed  in  the  near  future.  Plans  have  been  prepared. 

Hunton,  Bellerby,  West  Witton,  Carlton  &  Patrick  Brompton  all  are  in  need  of  proper  sewer¬ 
age  schemes. 

The  Council  undertake  to  remove  house  refuse  in  the  parishes  of  Middleham  and  Leyburn. 
They  undertake  the  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of  privies  in  the  parishes 
of  Arrathorne,  Hunton  and  Hornby.  The  refuse  tips  at  Middleham  and  Leyburn  are 
unsuitable.  Night  soil  is  deposited  on  arable  land  but  with  increasing  difficulty. 

The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  ought  to  be  scavenged,  and  the  refuse  disposed  of  either  by 
an  incinerator  or  on  properly  controlled  tips.  At  present  the  tips  at  Leyburn  and 

Middleham  are  used  by  Contractors  and  tradesmen  at  all  times,  and  no  one  has  control 
over  them. 

Streams  at  Carlton,  Harmby,  Bellerby,  Hunton  and  West  Witton  all  are  being  polluted  by 
domestic  sewage.  The  provision  of  sewers  in  these  villages  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

There  are  no  camps  or  camp  sites  in  the  district,  and  no  application  for  licenses  have  been 
received. 

13  privies  were  abolished  and  W.C's.  provided.  12  of  these  were  connected  to  the  sewers  of 
the  Council.
